EDUCATION IN LOUISIANA. 


At Shroveport, I am grieved to say that 


tho education of tho rising generation has 
bflen terribly nogloctcd.

Then a colored 
school was opened; subsequently another 
colored school wns opened, and finally, last 
year, after tho yellow fever subsided, a 
school for white children was started.
